The project, the implementation 
of which will last three years is 
to start production of chemical 
fertilisers in late 1979, the major 
part of which will be for export. 

The project includes the cons¬ 
truction of two sulphuric acid 
units for the production each of 
1800 tonnes per day, a phospho¬ 
ric acid unit with a production 
capacity of 940 tonnes of phospho¬ 
ric acid from low-grade phospha¬ 
tes. It also includes the establish¬ 
ment of two fertiliser units to pro¬ 
duce super phosphate as well as 
mono—& diammonium—phospha¬ 
te. The two units will have a pro¬ 
duction capacity of 2000 tonnes 
per day. 

Auxiliary civil works and a spe¬ 
cial port will also be constructed 
as the project is to be located on 
the southern tip of the Aqaba 
coast, in addition to the installa¬ 
tion of power generation, water 
supply, housing, and other servi¬ 
ces. 

Cost of the project will reach 
JD90 million while its estimated 
production per year, once it starts 
in 1979, has been estimated at 
$130 million. The company’s ne¬ 
eds of ammonia (80,000) and Sul¬ 
phur (300,000) tonnes will be im¬ 
ported. 

The Jordan Fertiliser Company 
was established earlier last year 
with a capital of JD20 million to 
implement and manage the chemi¬ 
cal fertiliser project. 

26 per cent of its capital has 
been subscribed by the Jordanian 
government, 25 per cent by the 
Jordan Phosphates Mines Compa-

U.S. dependence on 
Arab oil increases 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18, (AFP). — 
United States dependence on Ar¬ 
ab oil rose sharply in the first six 
months of this year, a study pub¬ 
lished by Petroleum Intelligence 
Weekly showed yesterday. 

The review said that American 
imports of crude oil from Arab 
countries (about 2,100,000 barrels 
a day) represented in that period 
about 12.4 per cent of U.S. con¬ 
sumption of petroleum products, 
against only 6.6 per cent in the 
first half of 2975. 

In addition, these imports acc¬ 
ounted for about 44 per cent of 
total U.S. imports of crude oil 
(4,700,000 barrels a day), comp¬ 
ared with 29 per cent in the first 
half of last year. 

Petroleum Intelligence Weekly 
also noted that Saudi Arabia had 
become in the first half-year the 
top supplier to tbe United States 
of crude oil (1,090,000 barrels a 
day, against 578,000 in the first 
six months of 1975). 

These statistics show the Unit¬ 
ed States" increased vulnerability 
in the event of another oil embar¬ 
go by the Arab countries. This 
situation is worrying experts in 
the administration, and Secretary 
of Commerce Elliot Richardson 
considered at the end of last 
month that such an embargo wo¬ 
uld be literally . catastrophic for 
the United States. 

More generally, U.S. imports of 
petroleum products continue to 
increase and a recent Federal 
Bureau of Energy estimate said 
that this year they averaged 
7,000,000 barrels a day (crude oil 
plus refined products), that is 41 
per cent of American consumpt¬ 


ion. against 6,000,000 barrels and 
37 per cent in 1975. 

One of the consequences of this 
growth wHl be an appreciable in¬ 
crease in the United States's oil 
“bill,” which this year should am¬ 
ount to $ 35,000 million, against 
only $ 27,000 million last year. 

In addition, the United States, 
more than 80 per cent of whose 
oil comes from the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) region, will be tbe first 
to feel the effects of the next oil 
price increase envisaged by mem¬ 
bers of OPEC. 

North Sea oil 
gives Britain 
5 fields now 

LONDON, Aug. 18, (AIT). 

— Crude oil is now being 
pumped from five fields in the 
British sector of the North 
sea following the announce- * 
ment by Mobil yesterday that 
the Beryl field has come "on 
stream”. 

Beryl, located southeast of 
the Shetland islands, has an 
average output of 8,000 bar¬ 
rels a day from two wells. 

Production will be gradual¬ 
ly increased to 100,000 barr- 
rels a day from 40 wells in 
three years. 

By the end of the year, Bri¬ 
tain expects to produce crude 
at an annual rate of 20 milli¬ 
on tons, or one-quarter of her 
requirements. 


Arab swimmers 
compete in 
Channel crossing 

LONDON, Aug. 18. (AFP). 

— Eight swimmers from four 
Arab countries toofe the plun¬ 
ge today at Dover in south 
east England for a cross-Chan¬ 
nel swim to France sponsored 
by Saudi Arabians. 

The swimmers, three pro¬ 
fessionals and five amateurs, 
are from Egypt, Syria, Sudan, 
and Saudi Arabia. 

The only professional amo¬ 
ng the women is 15-y ear-old 
Abla Khcdry from Cairo who 
stands to win £ 1,000 when 
she completes the crossing. 

The first of the professional 
men to France will also win 
C 1,000. 

The crossing, organised by 
the International Long Dist¬ 
ance Swimming Federation, 
was put off three times since 
Sunday because of poor wea¬ 
ther conditions. 

Over 2000 Eritrean 
refugees gone 
back home 

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 18, (R) — 
More than 2,000 refugees have re¬ 
turned to the strife-torn northern 
province of Eritrea since govern¬ 
ment peace proposals last May, it 
was officially reported today. 

During 14 years of fighting bet¬ 
ween secessionist guerrillas and 
government forces up to 100,000 
people left the province, most of 
them taking refuge across the bo¬ 
rder in Sudan. 

The Ethiopian news agency qu¬ 
oted official reports from the pro¬ 
vincial capita! of Asmara as say¬ 
ing 2,044 refugees had returned 
since May, when the military go¬ 
vernment made peace proposals 
including talks with progressive 
groaps in the province. 

A team from the ruling military

the agency said. 

The latest batch of 127 refugees 
returned borne through the port 
of Massawa over past four days. 
An office has been established in 
Asmara to help returning exiles, 
the agency said. 


India intends to discuss sea boundaries 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 18. (AFP). 
— India proposes to negotiate the 
demarcation of maritime bounda¬ 
ries with Pakistan and Thailand. 
Law Minister Hari Gokhale told 
parliament yesterday. 

He said similar negotiations we¬ 
re in progress with Bangladesh 
and Burma. 

Mr. Gokhale was replying to a 
debate in the lower house of par¬ 


liament on a bill defining India's 
territorial waters, continental she¬ 
lf, contiguous zone, and the eco¬ 
nomic zone. The bill was later ap¬ 
proved by the house. It had been 
voted by the upper house earlier. 

Mr. Gokhale said India did not 
wish to take unilateral action in 
the matter of maritime demarca¬ 
tions. It was for negotiated settle¬ 
ment. India's attitude towards the 
problems of landlocked counthries 


was one of sympathy and under¬ 
standing, especially in regard to 
their right to exploit the living re¬ 
sources of the sea, he said. 

The new legislation extends the 
country’s territorial waters to 12 
nautical miles measured from ap¬ 
propriate baselines and an exclu¬ 
sive economic zone of 200 nauti¬ 
cal miles, with a contiguous zone 
up to 24 miles from the baselines.

“I clung to a coconut tree and 
saw my father being swept out 
to sea,” the girl said. “Thank he¬

The last one Luna-23, crash- 
landed in November 1974, dama¬ 
ging equipment designed to drill 
for moon soil. It completed only 
a curtailed programme of explora¬ 
tion before dying completely, acc¬ 
ording to an official report. 

But Luna-22, launched in May 
1974, orbited the moon for more 
than a year, scanning the surface 
with television devices and relay¬ 
ing the information back to Soviet 
scientists. 

It ended its mission last Septe¬ 
mber when its instruments ran out 
of power. 

In January 1973, Luna-21 landed 
on the moon and released the Lu¬ 
nokhod-2 “moon buggy” which 
trundled across the surface for mo¬ 
re than four months, sending info¬ 
rmation back to earth.

A second commission headed 
by Mr. Issanx A1 Khaki, of Jor¬ 
dan, will debate regional co¬ 
operation projects. 

Joint efforts to stem the spr¬ 
ead of the desert, will also be 
discussed. 

But the most important re¬ 
sult of the conference will pro¬ 
bably be a decision to set up a 
fund for the advancement of 
scientific and technological re¬ 
search, and the creation of an 
Arab scientific research insti¬ 
tute.

nod resolutions on mixed marria¬ 
ges — even though they directly 
contradict the stand of the NGK 
as a whole. 

One synod decision said the ho¬ 
ly scriptures gave no direct pro¬ 
nouncement over racially-mixed 
marriages. “The Bible's view on 
marriage and the unity of the hu¬ 
man race offers no ground on wh¬ 
ich to view mixed ■ marriages as 
impermissible,” it said. 

The NGK delegates also agreed 
to a resolution calling on church 
and state “to refrain from limiting 
the free choice of a marriage part¬ 
ner on the grounds of race or co¬ 
lour.” 

The NGK is the largest of the 
three Afrikaans reformed sister 
churches, which together claim a 
membership of about 3,300,000 in¬ 
cluding 925,000 blacks and 580,000 
coloureds.

Amin gives Israel 
7 days to pay 
compensation 

NAIROBI, Aug. 18, (R). — 
President Idi Amin has given 1 
Israel seven days to say if it 
will compensate Uganda for 
the loss of life and property 
incurred during the Israeli 
release of hijack hostages at 
Entebbe airport on July 4. 

Uganda Radio, monitored[ 
here today, said President 
Amin had sent a telegram to 
the Israel Prime Minister Mr. 
Yitzhak Rabin, giving him 
seven days to say whether 
compensation will be paid. 

The telegram said : “It is 
up to yoii to tell me how you 
will compensate Uganda /'

Before his departure from Paris, 
Mr. Stim was briefed on the cri¬ 
sis by Prime Minister Jacques 

Chirac.
